“Fortunately, the duty of repudi- 
ating them can by no atretch of au- 
thority rest with us, for the very 
statute, which now we are constru- 
ing. in return recognizes their ex- 
istence and binding force, and de- 
clares in effect that they shall not 
thereby be abrogated nor in any man- 
ner affected or impaired. It is a mat- 
ter of some gratification to know that 
the executive departments of our 
government uncompromisingly ingist 
that our treaties shall be observed 
by us.” 

In the dissenting opinion, Judge 
Devries said the majority opinion of 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House, which framed the Under- 
wood-Simmons law, indicated that 
there are at least 5500 treaty-nation 
vessels in the American foreign trade.

“I am not going to embarrass the 
President by expresfing an opinion 
now. If a German submarine tor- 
pedoed the Nebraskan, I do not be- 
lieve it was done deliberately.

Hardware Jobbers to Revive 
Village Blacksmith. 


Decide to Sell ‘Accessories 
and Automobile Parts. 


Will Make Prices Cheaper 
to Motor Enthusiasts.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 26.—Dis- 
tribution of automobile accessories, 
now in the hands of their manu- 
facturers and specialty houses, is to 
be undertaken by American heavy 
hardware jobbers. <A resolution to 
this effect was adopted today in an 
executive session of the convention 
here of the American Iron, Steel and 
Heavy Hardware Association. 

John G. Purdie of New York, secre- 
tary of the association, said today’s 
move by the association meant the 
elimination of the garage and special 
automobile repair man and the re- 
habilitation of the American country 
and city blacksmith shop, a decadent 
business since the automobile ousted 
the horse-drawn vehicle. “Another 
result.” he eald, “will be that the 
country and city retail hardware man 
Will sell automobile parts and tires.” 

“American manufacturers,” he 
added, “will be only too giad to turn 
their goods over to the jobbers.” 

Mr. Purdie expressed the opinion 
that the promised displacement of the 
garage will mean lower repair prices 
on automoDtles.

TO SAVE FIVE NECKS. 


Gov. Hunt of Arizona Determined 
to Have Debt Ridden State Vote on 


Capital Punishment Again. 
(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

PHOENIX, May 26.—Habeas 
pus writs were prepared today to be 
filed in behalf of the five Mexicans 
condemned to be hanged at Florence 
Friday. in the event that the Board 
of Pardons and Paroles refuses to- 
morrow to reprieve them. The writs 
will be filed in the United States 
court. The object is to gain. time to 
resubmit the question of capital pun- 
ishment to a vote of the people. 

The movement to procure the 
habeas corpus writs is fostered by 
partisans of the anti-capital punish- 
ment policy of Gov. Hunt, who re- 
cently denounced the action of the 
Board of Pardons and Paroles in re- 
fusing clemency, as a decision to 
plunge the State into an “orgy of 
death.” 

It is not believed that the United 
States court, which is now sitting at 
Tucson; will grant the writs, but the 
action will serve to gain time needed 
to enable the Governor in a message 
to the Legislature to include a pro- 
posal to resubmit the question to the 
people. 

The petitions for the habeas corpus 
writs will be based on the declaration 
that the condemned prisoners are 
about to be deprived of life without 
due process of law, in violation of 
the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. 


THE SAN DIEGO EXPLOSION. 


licut. Hill Testifies He Took 
Prompt Action to Prevent Disaster 
on the American Cruiser.

VALLEJO, May 126.—Lieut. Kin- 
chen L. Hill, junior engineer officer of 
the United States crulser San Diego, 
at the time of the explosion of the 
ship's bollers, January 21, resulting in 
the death of six members of the crew 
and snfury to seven, testified today in 
his own behalf before the court- 
martial proceedings started here yes- 
terday. 


Hill is charged with fallure to have

Fawcett is sald to have declared he 
has no personal knowledge of Larry 
Sullfvan being connected with the lot- 
tery ring. but had heard his name 
mentioned frequently.

Home also Burns, 


THIRTY THOUSAND LOSS 
DOWNTOWN BLAZES. 


ROPERTY valued at $30,500 was 
P destroyed in two downtown fires 

last night, that started just five 
minutes apart. The first, which broke 
out in the basement of the Eastern 
Outfitting Company at No. 620-626 
South Main street, caused the 
heaviest loss. The second, in the rear 
of a rooming-house at No. 805% 
South Spring street, wrought damage 
estimated at $500. No one was in- 


jured. 

The fire in the basement of the 
Eastern Outfitting Company was dis- 
covered about 8 o'clock by H. L. Har- 
ris of a jeweiry store at No. 623 
South Main street. It gained head- 
way against the firemen and a *ec- 
ond alarm was rung in by Chief Eley. 
All the downtown fire-fighting ma- 
chinery was called out. 

Dense clouds of smoke pouring 
from the basement forced the hre- 
men back when the doors were 
thrown open. But, equipped with 
smoke helmets, the men fought their 
way into the bullding. The fire burned 
its way through the first floor. Smoke 
damaged furniture throughout the 
bullding, which is owned by the Main- 
street and Constructicn Com- 
pany, and was only slightly damaged. 
However, according to Adolf Sieroty, 
manager of the outfitting company, 
the logs on the furniture in the build- 
ing ts at least $30,000. I: is covered 
by ingurance. 

Smoke poured into the adiacent I’a- 
cifie Electric station and prevented 
any care leaving, 45 passengers were 


to the “Mission Play” tn the evening. 


unable to enter the building. All the

Pacific Electric cars, for more than 
an hour were routed through the 
basement of the station. and all of 
the Los Angeles Street Kallway cars 
running on Main and Spring streets 
were changed over to Broadway and 
Hill street. 

According to Chief Eley the cause 
of the fire 1 unknuwn. The basement 
was so filled with water that the 
men were unable to find the place 
where the blaze started. 

Just after the department was well 
at work on the first fire an alarm 
was rung in from No. %$05% South 
Spring street, a rooming-house owned 
by Mrs. W. B. Guinand. The fire was 
caused by the exploding of a water 
heater. The rootpers, about ten in 
number, were forced out of the house 
by emoke, but none waa injured. One 
engine and a hose wagon were sent 
from the fret fire to the gecond, and 
in lees than ten minutes had the 
blaze out. 

While the two downtown fires were 
still burning a third blaze in a cot- 
tage at No. 1503 Magnolia avenue 
caused much excitement but little 
damage. The fire started in a defec- 
tive flue. Mrs. M. A. Durker. the oc- 
cupant, was burning papers in the 
kitchen stove when her 9%-year-old 
daughter, Grace, raced into the house 
with the news that the rcof was on 
fire. The loss, according to the fire 
department, was only about $10. 

Shertly after these three fires the 
seven-room house of Mrs. C. L. Rose, 
No. 617 West Seventy-ninth etreet. 
was found ablaze. Owing to a lack 
of water the home was destroved.

De Vecnom was released on bond 
fixed at $3500 by Commissioner Fran- 
cls Krull.

arrested Tuesday, and De Vecnom are 
the only two of the five San Fran- 
cisco men connected with the Los An- 
geles lottery prosecutions whom the 
Federal authorities in the north have

been experienced. It wae known that 
lottery tickets were sold in Los An- 
geles, but the communications be- 
tween the dealers here and the man- 
agers in San Francisco of the Loutal- 
ana, Hermosillo and M. & F. ecom- 
panies were established, but all of the 
letters passing between them were 
sent by the Wells Fargo Express Com- 
pany. The Federal statutes prohibit 
the sending of such mail in inter@iate 
commerce, and it would be illega} to 
send lottery mall from San Francisco 
to some point outside of California. 
But it coul@ be dohe safely, and thou- 
eands of letters were sent from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles and San 
Diego, not to mention dozens of smal! 
towns where the lotteries have been 
patronized. 

As the alleged drawings of the 
various compantes involved were 
weekly affairs, and every week's busi- 
ness was complete In itself, the local 
handlers of the tickets had a clever 
way of cleaning out their desks every 
seven days and removing all evidence 
of the last drawing, starting with a 
clean slate for the new week.

Giving of Justice Highest 
Aim, Baptists Say. 


Resolution Praises National 
*Peace Policies. 


Closing Events at the Big 
Church Conference. 


Taking the view that “it is better 
for a nation to give justice than to 
Gemand rights,” the Northern Baptists 
adopted a resolution at the close of 
their convention yesterday favoring 
world peace and commending Presi- 
Gent Wileon for his peace policies. 
Following is tfe resolution: 

Believing that the churches of 
Christ should be the foremost advo- 
cates and promoters of worid peace, 
we declare our conviction that all is- 
Stes arising between nations should 
be settied by arpitration, and that the 
ideal goa! of a world peace federation 
is both possible and practicable. The 
European war has only emphasized the 
necessity of educating our people con- 
cerning the evile of militarism, the 
Gelusion of armaments as a protection 
against war, the Christian attitude to- 
Ward War and peace, and the policy 
of universal arbitrauon as the only 
hope of lasting peace and an ad- 
vancing civilization. 

Christianity snould also demon- 
strate the truth that tin her vast re- 
formatory tasks, peace has her chal- 
lenges to moral and spiritual heroism 
perhaps less renowned but far nobler 
than war. We urge pastors and 
churches diligently and persistently 
to set about this. essential work of 
eradicating the falee ideas of military 
Slory inbred and exaited for genera- 
tions, and of supplanting them with 
the teachings of Jesus Christ, learn- 
ing from Him that it is better to give 
Justice than to demand rights, and 
that true honor is to be tound only 
in righteousness.

SCHOOL BOARD URGED IN 
OPEN LETTER. 


The folldwing open letter, advocat- 
ing the re-election of John H. Bean 
to the Board of Education, was is- 
sued yesterday: 

To the Citizens of Los Angeles: 

In view of his superior qualifica- 
tions and in recognition of his inval- 
vable services on the present Roard 
of Education as chairman of the 
Bullding Committee and in other 
capacities, we, the undersigned, archi- 
tects, engineers, builders and con- 
tractors of this city, desire to indorse 
the candidacy .ef John H. Bean for 
re-election to the Board of Education 
and earnestly request our friends and 
voters to support him at the coming 
municipal election.

LAYS DOWN RULES 
FOR DRUGS’ USE. 


FEDERAL OFFICIAL EXPLAINS 
HOW PHYSICIANS MAY 
EMPLOY THEM. 


Collector Carter received yesterday 
‘& communication from Internal Rev- 
enue Commissioner Osborn telling 
how opiites may be administered by 
a physician in his private practice. 
The Commissioner says that while 
the law does not state the quantity 
of any narcotic drug that may be so 
dispensed or prescribed, at one time, 
it does provide that it shall be unlaw- 


taining narcotic drugs coming with- 
in the scope of the act are distributed 
or postested as medicine, and not te 
evade the law, and it is further pro- 
vided that it shall be unlawful for 
any person not registered to have in 
his possession or under his control 
any of the drugs, preparations or 
remedies which have not in good 
faith been prescribed by a physician, 
dentist or veterinary surgeon, reg- 
istered under the act. 

Therefore, whenever a drug is pre- 
scribed in a quantity more than is 
apparently necessary for immediate 
need in an ordinary case, or where it 
is for the treatment of an addict to 
effect a cure, or for a patient suffer- 
ing from an incurable disease, such 
physician or dentist must indicate on 
the prescription its purpose.

faith, and 
suspect evasion of the law, the dealer 
should refuse to sell the drugs. 

A warning has also been sent out 
that some physicians have their reg- 
istration numbers printed on 
tion blanks.

Utilities for presentation to the City 
Council within the next few days. 
This subject, which has had the at- 
tention of the Board of Public 
Utilities since the recent accident at 
the Aliso-street crossing, will be pre- 
sented to the Council in form for ac- 
tion after election, with a suggestion 


that next month when the City and 
county get tegether on the tax levy, 
an additional mill be added to the 
figure to take care of the city’s por- 
tion of the expense of the viaducts. 

The viaducts most needed to sepa- 
rate grades at the present time. ac- 
cording to the Board of Public Util!- 
ties, are at Macy, First, Fourth and 
Seventh streets. In the event that 
the Council decides that only two can 
be built this year the board believes 
that Macy and Seventh streets are 
most important. 

Plans tentatively worked out 
by the Board of Public Utilities pro- 
vide that the cost shall be borne. 
one-half by the steam toads and one- 
half by the city, the county and the 
street railway company. Figuring on 
a basis of a total cost of $3,500,000 
this would leave 

city and county expense less 
than $1,000,000. 
By constructing all four viaducts at 
once, President Lane of the Board 
of Public Utilities says that a saving 
in material can be made amounting 
to, $300,000 or $400,000. Another 
argument to be presented in favor of 
immediate action will be that by 
building the viaducts this year, werk 
for many unemployed laborers will 
be furnished and the city can show 
a epirit of progress and optimism that 
will have a real and tangible value. 
The Aliso-street accident of a few 
weeks ago will cost the Pacific Elec- 
tric and the Santa Fe $200,000 each 
before all claims are adjusted, and 
thus, the Board of Public Utilities 
argues, it would only take two such 
accidents to cover the ratiroads’ 
share of the cost of the viaducts.

MRS. DE PAUW CLOSES ISSUE IN 
YELLOW ASTER CASE. 


With Brilliant Flash of Rhetoric 
She “Sails” into Man She Would 
Have Ousted from Mine—Tells 
How Mr. Simgicton Regarded Her. 
Other Matters, 


Mrs. Stella M. de Pauw, in a brilliant 
mange rhetoric, closed her testi- 
m yesterday in the fight to con- 
trol the management of the Yellow 
Aster Mine and Milling Company. 
Sometimes she smiled as her verbal 
darts were let fly at Ward Chapman, 
executor under the will of her hus- 
band, Jobn Singleton, one of the own- 
ers of tle famous Yellow Aster mine. 
Again her lips were compressed as 
she replied tartly to his questions un- 
der cross-examination. 

She believes that Mr. Chapman is 
antagonistic to her interests because 
of his friendship for Mrs. Rose L. 
Burcham, also a stockholder of the 
Yellow Aster corporation. When Mr. 


Chapman asked if she was car 
out Mr. Singleton’s policy, 


plied: 

Singleton always im pressed 
upon me the necessity of Keeping the 
Singleton stock for the control of the 
Yellow Aster mine. He warned me 
even before I went to Europe to take 
care of the 10,000 shares of Yellow 
Aster stock as it would be valuable to 
me. I must not use any of the Sin- 
gleton stock, if it was possible.” 

Asked if Mr. Singleton had not 
turned over té her certain books and 
Papers, she said: 

“He told me to get money

“I went to Mr. Chapman honestly 
and frankly for advice. I believed he 
was Mr. Singleton’s friend and I be- 
lieved that after Mr, Singleton died, 
he had left a valuable friend to me. 
I wrote that letter thinking Mr. Chap- 
man was true and would remain 
true. I know he had never been a 
friend to Mr. Singleton, but that he 
had been a friend to Mrs. Burcham.” 

Mrs. Rose L. Burcham, who Mr. 
Chapman admits he favors for her 
clear business insight, was an object 
of interest as she took the stand. As 
the central figure in the suit to re- 
move Mr. Chapman as executor, she 
showed no.animosity, but gave her 
testimony clearly and concisely. It 
started with a litigation years back 
when there was a contract for the 
sale of the mine property. The ac- 
tion of her husband at that time as a 
part owner of the niine, saved the 
property.

When friction 
appeared last December and affairs 
were near the breaking point, she 
sald she agreed to a compromise 
which gave Charlies Weir the presi- 
dency and placed Count de Pauw, 
E. D. Mooers, Mre. Burcham, Albert 
Anckérse, T. J. Walker and Miss 
Elizabeth L. Kinney on the board of 
directors. 

Her desire at the stockholders 
meeting in June to see three directors 
named to represent herself, the 
Burcham estate and several stock- 
holders whose proxies she holds; 
three others to represent the De 
Pauw-Mooers interest and a good 
mining man who is impartial to be 
appointed president.
